The Office of Basic and Geographic Intelligence is in the 
process of developing its operating budget for FY 1969 and es- 
timating funds required for FY 1970. As you are aware, we 
plan to combine the NIS supplementary sociological coverage of 
a more permanent nature now provided in Section 41 (Population), 
Section 42 (Characteristics of the People), and Section 43 {Religion, 
Education, and Public Information) into a single volume presentation 
maintained on about a 10-year cycle.
